VICTORY. 
THE RIGHT PREVAILS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Feb. 16.—Victory at last. 
The will of the American people, unmistakably 
declared at the ballot-box in November, has 
been thwarted by corrupt and designing men, 
and some have feared that it would be defeated. 
Fear brooded over the present, and uncertainty 
appeared to enwrap the future, until the Demo- 
crats, flashed with apparent success, moved the 
reference of certain disputed questions to an 
Electoral Commission. They declared that if 
this reference was not made, civil war with all 
its horrors would ensue, and that the strife 
would penetrate into every household in the 
land. Some of the Republicans were earnestly 
opposed to the proposed Tribunal, but the ma- 
jority adopted it, and it was placed upon the 
statute-book. It received the approval of 
EVERY DEMOCRAT ON THE JOINT COMMITTEB 
which framed it. It was approved by the Dem- 
ocratic caucuses of Senators and Representa- 
tives, and it received a majority of the Demo- 
cratic votes in each House of Congress. Repre- 
sentative Hewitt, of New York, who was Til- 
den’s right-hand man during the recent polit- 
ical campaign, and was to have been his Secre- 
tary of State had he been elected, went to New 
York to submit the draft of the bill to the chief, 
and came back with his indorsement. Hewitt 
then made a speech on the proposed plan, in 
which he said: 
It is alleged on the Republican side that itisa 
measure to make Tilden President, and on the 
Democratic side that it is a measure to make Hayes 
President.

REVISION OF THE BIBLE. 
New York Trivune, Feb. 13. 

At the weekly meeting of Methodist preachers 
yesterday, at No. 805 Broadway, the Rev. Joseph 
Pullman, of Brooklyn, read a paper upon the 
new revision of the Bible. It bad been estimat- 
ed that the changes would beso slight that 98 
per cent of those hearing the Seriptures read in 
churches would be unable to tell to which ver- 
sion, the new or the old, they were listening. It 
would seem from that there was, little danger 
that Christians would miss in the new what 
they had learned to in the old, 
or would have their lings wound- 
ed by numerous unimportant chang 
es. ve re the corrections whic 
would probably be made were such as these: 
‘ Straining at a gnat” corrected to “straining a 
guat: ” “baptizing inthe name should be 

—s into the name;” * one fold and one 
shepherd” should be “ one flock and one shep- 
herd; “ the articles the and a should be 
frequently changed, as the love of money is 
the root of allevil” should be “a root of ail 
evil.“ Grammatical errors should be corrected 
and obsolete words omitted, Confusion in re- 
gard to proper names should be removed, and 
poetry distinguished from prose. These were 
not changes which the committee of revision had 
already made, for it was acting in secret, but 
changes which the members, as individuals, had 
a * in the past. 

Strong. a member of the Committee of 
Revision, said that he was convinced that the 
great labor and pains bestowed upon the new 
transiation would bear yaluable fruit. The se- 
crecy imposed upon the Committee was neces- 
sary, inasmuch as r had yet been deter- 
mined, the changes as yet being merely sugges- 
tions. When completed, the new translation 
would have to stand on its own merits.

A BUSINESS TRANSACTION. 

A business-man, living at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, sent to a correspondent at Frankfort-on- 
the-Oder a large consignment of cotton stock- 
ings, and at the same time, to another cor- 
respondent at the same place, an equally large 
consignment of cotton nightcaps, the product 
of his own manufacture. He wrote to each the 
price at which they were to sell, but the sum 
designated was found to be too large, of which 
fact they took occasion to inform him. He 
yielded a little in his demand, but still there 
was no offer for his fabrics. Again he wrote, in 
reply to other letters of his correspondents, 
naming a yet smaller amount; but weeks 
elapse yet there were no sales. At length 
he wrote to each corres ent to make some 
disposition of his manufactures; if they could 
not get money for them hey were at least to 
exchange them, no matter at wit reasonable 
sacrifice, for any other goods. Under these in- 
structions the stocking factor called upon 
the nightcap agent—both being unknown to 
each other in connection with their principal— 
and named his views; he wished to exchange 
a lot of superior cotton stockings for some other 
goods; he was not particular as to the kind, as 
the transaction was for a friend, who was de- 
sirous of closing his stock.“ The man at first 
could think of nothing which he would like to 
exchange for so large a supply of stockings; 
but at length a bright thought struck him. 1 
have,” said he, “a consignment of cotton 
nightcaps from an old correspondent, which | 
shall not object to exchange tor your stockings.”’ 
The bargain was soon closed. The stocking- 
factor wrote back at once that he had at length 
been enabled to comply with the instructions of 
his principal. He had exchanged his stockings 
for a “superior article of nightcaps,”’ in an 
equal quantity, which he was assured were 
likely to be in much demand before a great 
while. The next day came a letter from the 
nightcap agent announcing his success, and ap- 
pended to the letter was a big bill for commis- 
sions. —Hzchange.

there is no inducement for the manufacturers 
to make better beer, for, if the beer kills the 
customer, they are no worse off than if he had 
ceased to consume or carried his custom else- 
where. It is merely an inducement for the 
beer-drinker to consume his nine gallons of beer 
weekly, and so hasten the realization of that 
safe provision he has made for his family. The 
highly respectable Life Company that does the 
business could hardly secure a worse class of 
customers than by this device. In short, the

A report comes up frém Springfield that 


the Governor contemplates appointing as 
the new Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners Rosert T. Liycoum, of 
Chicago, WIILux M. Smirn, of McLean, 
and Jonx H. OuxnLr, of Cairo. This would 
be a very acceptable Commission. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Rozert T. Lixcoxx, son of 
the ex-President, will undoubtedly please the 
people of Chicago as well as of the whole 
State. He is a good lawyer, aman of great 
firmness of purpose, clear and fair in his 
judgment, and entirely free from all en- 
tanglements. He could devide and act justly 
and fairly between the Grangers, the rail- 
roads, and the grain-dealers—both buyers 
and sellers. ‘The other two gentlemen are as 
capable and suitable as any names the Goy- 
ernor could probably select. As the Post 
remarks, members of this Board have a 
hard road to travel and get far more kicks 
than compliments. It is a thankless task to 
act as constant arbitrators between interests 
whose warfare is perpetual, even though it is 
unnecessary.” 

Personal explanations and disclaimers in 
connection with the Oregon infamy are now 
in order. Senator Kr leads off with a 
statement, which was yesterday furnished to 
the Associated Press and appears among our 
dispatches this morning, in which he avails 
himself of the only defense possible under 
the circumstances. He asserts that he had 
no knowledge of the key to the cipher used 
by Parricx in his dispatches to Tux, and 
that when he indorsed the telegram of Nov. 28, 
requiring a deposit of $10,000 with which to 
purchase a Republican Elector to act with 
Cronin, he had no knowledge or suspicion 
that any such step was contemplated or men- 
tioned in the dispatch. Unfortunately for 
Senator Kr, his statement is not borne 
out by collateral circumstances, not to speak 
of the extreme improbability that he would 
indorse a dispatch whose contents he was 
ignorant of. The same cipher was used in 
numerous dispatches which bear the signa- 
ture of RRMLT alone, and in numerous 
dispatches addressed to The Hon. James K. 
KrILr alone. If, as clearly appears by at 
least one of the translations, Parricxk was 
absent from Portland at the time Kruty re- 
ceived the cipher message from Trupen, it 
will inevitably be inferred that the Oregon 
Senator must have possessed the key to the 
cipher, and hence must have known all about 
the dispatch of whose contents he now pro- 
fesses ignorance. There is room and neces- 
sity for further explanation and proof before 
Mr. KxLLr can clear his skirts of the Oregon 
infamy. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL QUESTION SETTLED. 

The Electoral Commission last evening 
finished the consideration of the Louisiana 
case, and by a vote of 8 to 7 decided that the 
eight Electoral votes of that State shall be 
cast for Havesand WELA. This decision 
practically settles the whole question of the 
Presidency in favor of Gov. Hayes, as it 
leaves almost no room for doubt that the 
Oregon case of disputed eligibility will be 
decided in favor of the Republican Elector, 
and in accordance alike with justice and 
equity, honor and decency, and the,mnques- 
tioned will of the people of that State. 
The Electoral Tribunal was created for the 
purpose of deciding who shall be the next 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States, with the solemn pledge and agree- 
ment of both political parties to accept such 
decision as final and irrevocable. If, as now 
appears settled and certain, Gov. Tilos has 
lost and Gov. Hrn has won, nothing re- 
mains for the defeated aspirant to the Presi- 
dential office but to abide by the rebult with 
the best possible grace. Having consented 
to rest his case with the Board of 
Arbitrators appointed with his assent and 
by the votes of his party represent- 
atives in Congress, without whose co-opera- 
tion the Compromise Plan could not have 
been adopted, Mr. T. Dx, though smarting 
under the disappointment, must submit to 
the verdict. 

There is every reason to believe that such 
will be the result, and that President Harzs 
and Vice-President Wann will be in- 
augurated peacefully and without opposition 
on the 5th of next month, and serve their 
respective terms of office without let or 
hindrance from the Democratic party. Mr. 
Hewitt, the Chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee, the personal 
representative of Gov. Tb on 
the floor of the House, who was a member 
of the Joint Committee that framed the 
Electoral bill, and who earnestly advocated 
its passage, last evening stated that there 
would be no attempt by the Democrats—no 
organized attempt as a party, he is presumed 
to have meant--to delay or defeat the count 
of the Electoral votes; and that the Demo- 
crats, although feeling that they were entitled 
to the Presidency, had agreed to accept the 
arbitration, and intended to abide by the 
result. The House, after the Joint Session 
to-day, will adjourn until Monday, as was the 
procedure in connection with the Florida 
decision, and after the two hours of debate 
allowed by the Electoral law will unite with 
the Senate in joint convention and count the 
vote of Louisiana for Hayes and WII. 
Such is the view entertained by Mr. Hewrrr, 
and such, we believe, is the sentiment of the 
more conservative and moderate element of 
the Democracy in the House and Senate,—an 
element sufficiently numerous and influential 
to prevent the execution of any plans of ob- 
struction and delay that the partisan ex- 
tremists may attempt.

THE LOUISIANA CASE STATED. 

The t that has been made before 
the Board of Arbitration on the Louisiana 
case would make a pretty large volume, but 
we can state the gist of the case in a few 
words. There are fifty-nine counties, or par- 
ishes as they are called in Louisiana. The 
Presidential election was held with tolerable 
fairness in fifty-four of the fifty-nine parigh- 
es; butin five every species of fraud, vio- 
lence, and villainy was practiced by the 
White-Liners to wipe out the strong Repub- 
lican majorities therein, and make them re- 
turn heavy majorities for Tun.

THE DEMOCRATIC MADMEN. 

It is very evident that a ae has, been 
issued by Mr. Tonx, ordering the principal 
newspapers under his control to prepare the 
way for a repudiation of the Presidential 
Commission's decision in case it shall be ad- 
verse to his claims. The cue is taken from 
the New York Sun, which is understood to 
be “ inspired,” and which, though not op- 
posing the Arbitration law before its passage, 


has harped upon its unconstitutionality every 


day since the Commission was organized. 
The policy of the Sun is to enter a general 
plea to the jurisdietion of the Commission, 
and upon this may be based either gue war- 
ranto proceedings or an effort to nullify the 
decision by the separate action of the House 
of Representatives. The Democratic news- 
papers throughout the country subject to Mr. 
Tripen’s dictation have chosen to advise the 
policy of general resistance, the quo warranto 
proceeding evidently being held in re- 
serve as a final resort im case unlawful and 
violent resistance shell not tind suf- 
ficient popular sympathy to warrant 
pushing it to extremes. The utterances of 
the Tinpen organs leave no doubt that an 
effort is to be made to carry out this infa- 
mous programme. The Cincinnati Vnguirer, 
for instance, says it is the immediate and 
imperative duty of the Democrats on the 
Commission to resign their places.” It also 
reiterates the recommendation that objection 
be made to the vote of every Elector, and 
that such other opportunities Tor delay as 
the bill affords shall be improved to prevent 
a final decision before the 4th of March, 
in which event there will be a vacancy in 
both the offices of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, and a new election must be called. 
The same journal insists that the conduct 
of the majority of the Tribunal has given 
ample reason why it should be broken up,” 
and that it is the right and duty of Con- 
gress to break up the Commission.” Mr. 
Henpzioxs’ organ, the Indianapolis Sentinel, 
thinks that because ‘‘ Democrats, in favoring

by the concurrent in-

These citations sufficiently indicate the 
spirit and purpose of Mr. Tripzn’s organs. 
It is not worth while to argue a point of 
constitutionality with people who do not 
propose to resort to constitutional means 
to establish their claim, but desire 
their faction in to break 
down by violent resistance [a Court 
that has been established by the two 
Houses of Congress in the regular and lawful 
legislative manner. The idea that the Dem- 
ocratic House may refuse to be bound by the 
decision of the Commission, when the law 
requires the concurrent action of both 
Houses to nullify them, is simply revolu- 
tionary. It may as well be held that a single 
House by separate action can repeal any 
other law of the land which has been passed 
by the concurrent action of the two Houses. 
The House would have the same right to re- 
sist of its own motion the decisions of any 
other Court that has been established by 
Congress to carry. out the provisions of the 
Constitution and laws. It may as well be 
claimed that the decision of every United 
States Court in every other controversy, 
public and private, may be objected to in 
Congress, and that, unless such decision be 
sustained by the concurrent action of the 
two Houses, then it would be null and void. 
This is absurd, yet it is all that resisting 
Democrats advance as their warrant for the 
proposed resistance. There is, consequently, 
no good in arguing with people who resort 
to the highwayman’s tactics and say to the 
country, Tour Presideney or your life.” 
This is what the proposed revolutionary re- 
sistance means. It would be the same if it 
emanated from some of the desperate poli- 
ticians of the Republican party in case the 
drift of the Commission's decisions had been 
against the interests of Mr. Hares. We sus- 
pect that there would have been some such 
talk on the Republican side in that case, but 
we should have denounced it then as we do 
now. It would have been as infamous in 
Republicans as it is in Democrats. The Com- 
mission is the creation of a joint acquies- 
cence of both parties to secure a peaceful 
solution of the ugliest controversy that has 
ever presented itself. All men are bound by 
it. The Democrats who are now desirous of 
repudiating the contract suggest no 
peaceable. substitute. There can be no 
peaceable substitute. Resistance now means 
civil strife. If it was not likely, before the 
agreement to arbitrate, that the Republicans 
would submit to a revolutionary assumption 
by the House cabal of the authority to set up 
a President, it is still less likely when the 
verdict of a Tribunal of Arbitration shall be 
violently repudiated. Donn Pfarr, the 
Washington representative of the Cincinnati 
Enguirer, is franker and more outspoken 
than some of his Democratic associates who 
advocate resistance. He knows it means 
war, but he says that armed resistance, 
threatening capital and property, is the way 
to bring the Republicans to terms, and that 
% civil war may destroy a few, but leave 
the many with a gense of safety in possession 
of rights dearer to us than life.” Of course 
revolution can only be resisted by coercion, 
and war only opposed by war. If Mr. Tu- 
DEN, or his newspaper organs, or his manag- 
ing politicians, believe they will find any 
popular sympathy in bringing such a calam- 
ity on the country, they will discover their 
error and meet a deserved punishment about 
the same time. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBTS. 

The House of Representatives at the last 
session passed a bill prepared by Judge Law- 
RENCE, of Ohio, compelling the Union and 
the Central Pacific Railroad Companies to 
make some provision for the future payment 
of their obligations, interest and principal, 
to the Government. The Railroad Companies 
have been present at Washington during this 
session for a double purpose, that of defeat- 
ing the legislation proposed by the House, 
and also to get through a law of their own 
by which they can practically escape paying 
any portion of their debt to the Government. 
The Senate Committee on the Judiciary has 
a bill, the Pacific Railroad Committee has a 
bill, and there are several Senators who have 
bills. These are all, except that reported 
from the Judiciary Committee, in the inter- 
est of the Railroad Companies. These bills 
provide for the payment by the Compa- 
nies to the Government of $750,000 an- 
nually for thirty-six years in full pay- 
ment of all obligations to the Gov- 
ernment. Senator Boorm has explained 
that this provision on ene hypothesis re- 
quired an ageregate payment by the Compa- 
nies to the Government of $6,000,000, and 
on another of $10,967,000, and this was to 
discharge $74,000,000 now due and §$50,- 
000,080 which will accrue in the meantime. 
The present condition of the account of these 
roads with the Government stands: Princi- 
pal, $64,000,000 ; interest paid by the Gov- 
ernment and due by the Companies, $27,014,- 
350. This indebtedness is increasing at the 
rite of $2,500,000 a year, and the bonds 
have to run until 1894 to 1900. This does 
not include any interest or the interest paid 
and to be paid by the United States. These 
same Companies are now earning $12,000,000 
a year profit. The Central Pacific Company 
has gridironedCalifornia with branch railroads, 
including 400 miles of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, all out of the profits of the railroad 
built with the Government bonds. It isa 
mere question whether Congress shall now 
make a contract with these Companies to re- 
léase them from all further liability, or shall 
compel them to provide for paying their 
debt, principal and interest, out of their 
earnings. That this is the question, and the 
only one involved, is well understood in 
Congress and by the Companies. The issue 
is plain and distinct, and therefore Senator 
Boorꝝ moved an amendment to one of the 
Companies’ bills offering $750,000 a year, 
that this sum shall be in addition to and 
not in lieu of all other payments required 
from the Companies under the original acts ; 
also, that— 

The Central Pacific and Union Pacific Companies 
shail each pay into the Treasury of the United 

$750, 000, in equa! semi-annual installments, 
on the first day of April aud October in each year, 
commencing on the 1st of October, 1877, in lawful 
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ticipate any or all of the 

payment to the Government 

value of such semi-annual payments discounted at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum: but the sum 60 
paid shall not be less than $1,000,000 at any one

Of the 20 votes in the negative, the car-

We 
submit this vote to the public to show how 
strong these Companies are in Congress, and 
especially in the Senate. Here were no less 
than twenty Senators on a direct vote who 
recorded their names in opposition to com- 
pelling these Companies to begin now and pay 
out of their enormous profits $750,000 a year 
each, as a sinking fund to pay their indebted- 
ness to the Government, on which indebted- 
ness they are now in default on interest 
alone to the amount of $27,000,000. There 
is no doubt as to the significance of this 
vote, and the public can judge how their 
interests are always imperiled on any ques- 
tion of legislation where large and wealthy 
corporations are concerned. 

The history of this subsidy to these roads, 
and the inability of ‘Congress to pass any 
law compelling them to pay even the inter- 
est on their liabilities, should be a warning 
against any further subsidies, such as is 
provided in the bill granting a loan of the 
national credit to a hundred millions and 
more to Tom Scorr’s Texas Pacific Railways. 
That bill is pending in hopeful expectation 
of being made a law jn the last hours of an 
expiring session, and by the votes of mem- 
bers whose successors have already been 
chosen.

THE EASTERN SITUATION. 

The news from the East, notwithstanding, 
the alleged declaration of the Czar that war 
is needless, seems to indicate beyond the 
possibility of doubt that Russia is preparing 
for her advance movement against the 
Turks without, waiting for a reply from the 
other Powers to the recent circular of Gorrt- 
scuaxorr, which was sent shortly after the 
withdrawal of the members of the Confer- 
ence from Constantinople.

These three great Powers acting 
in hearty co-operation—aAustria for the sak e 
of acquiring the. Western Turkish provinces, 
Germany for the sake of checkmating a 
Franco-Russian alliance, and Russia, for the 
sake of punishing the Turks, getting posses- 
sio of the territory north of the Balkans 
and an outlet to the Mediterranean—may 
safely defy all the rest of Europe to inter- 
fere with their programme. The only possi- 
bility of protest, in fact, would come from 
England, were Russia to develop any policy 
looking to the occupation of Constantinople, 
—a consummation, however, which the Czar 
has officially disclaimed in his interview with 
the English Minister at St. Petersburg. 

All this preliminary work has direct refer- 
ence to the advance of the Russian army, and 
facilitates that advance. The force now con- 
centrated at Kisheneff or Kishnew, near the 
Roumanian borders, is a powerful one, num- 
bering about 200,000 men and 720 guns. It 
is amply provided with war material of every 
descriptiop, is abundantly supplied with 
horses, and has transportation so complete 
in the way of pontoon bridges that the whole 
army@an be moved over the Danube ina 
day. The progress of the army through 
Moldavia and Wallachia has already been as- 
sured by a con vention between Russia and 
Ronmania, which permits the passage of 
Russian troops through her territory and 
does not grant the Turks the same privilege. 
Had Austria not remained in the Triple 
Alliance, Russia's course must then have 
been south, where it would have 
met its first obstacle in the passage 
of the Danube at its most difficult points, 
where access to it is almost impossible, 
owing to the marshiness of the shores, and 
where the Turkish fortressss are the strong- 
est, the crossing points being only in the 
localities of these defenses.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 16.—Mr. Clover of- 
fered the following, which was referred to the 
Committee on Federal Relations: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, the 

ate concurring, that the late recommendation 
of the President of the United States for an imme 
diate resumption of specie payment is injudicious, 
and, if accomplished (0, would prove detrimental 
to the best interests of the country. 

Resolved, That we respectfully call on the mem- 
bers of Congress to take note of the widespread 
destitntion among the working classes by reason of 
the suspension of the industries of the country: 
and we further call their attention to the increasing 
amount of bankruptcy among our merchants, 
brought about by the uander-consumption of the 
peopie, whose labor remains unparc able by 
reason of the famine in money resulting from an 
artificial reduction in the quantity of that com- 
modity. 

Resolved, That we believe that the financial sys- 
tem which gave us the means to equip an army and 
to float a navy in defense of the Union; and which 
strengthened the hands of the Government to 
sweep the terrible cloud of Secession from out the 
land, thus preserving the Union and giving us 
peace at the most dangerous period of our history. 
should not be re vy a financial pohey which 
at the opening of the War brought us into a condi- 
tion of almost general bankruptcy with an empty 
Treasury.

REVENUE. 

Mr. Kedzie offered the following: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, that the Revenue Committees 
of the House and Senate be, and they are hereby, 
directed to meet in joint session at anearly day, 
and to consider the propriety, 

1. Of reporting a bill requiring all real property 
to be assessed not oitener than once in four vears.

A BIT OF HISTORY. 


Light Thrown Upon the Famous Missouri 
Order of 1863. 

New York, Feb. 16.—An interesting letter 
relative to the famous Missouri order of 1863 
will be published bere to-morrow.

The other was to remove the few remaining 
farmers from the Missouri border whose crops 
and stores furnished the gucrrillas with sub- 
sistence. The fiendish massacre at Lawrence 
in August, 1863, by Quavtrell and his 
band made immediate action absolutely 
imperative. He says it is wholly a 
mistake to charge that the order was issued in 
revenge for that order, as its issuance was con- 
templated and discussed some time before the 
massacre occurred. He says the order was an 
act of wisdom, courage, and humanity, b 
Which hundreds of innocent lives were save

Gen. Scholield adds that when the order was 
fesued he went to the border, and, after personal 
observation, approved it and then sent it with 
his approval to President Lincoln, and that 
humane President never uttered a word of dis- 
sent as to the wisdom, fustice, or humanity of 
that policy. He says he does not write to vin- 
dicate his own conduct or to shift the responsi- 
» bility, but that it is only justice to Gen. 
Ewing, who has been. centured for issuing the 
order, to say that the responsibility for its exe- 
cution belongs to President Lincoln, to himself, 
and to Gen. Ewing. in proportion te their re- 
spective work and authority.

All of Sergeant Storrs’ Objections 
Sustained by the Court. 


Eloquent Speech to the Jury by the Hon. 
William Lathrop. 


Forcible Argument of Mr. Trude Threw- 
ing the Guilt on Mr. Storey.

Rocxrorp, III., Feb. 16.—The interest awak- 
ened by the trial of Wilkie and Flynn nad not 
in the least abated this Large num- 
bers were in attendance long before the handle 
ot the Sheriff's knife called the meeting to or- 
der. Among other distinguished persons pres- 
ent was Gen. Allen C. Fuller, once Judge of this 
cireuit. ibe General was allowed to oceupy a 
place beside Judge Murphy during the morning 
session.

SHOT BY A WOMAN.

THE MORAL OF ASHTABULA. 

Clemens Herschel, C. E., of boston, writes to 
the Boston Advertiser, reviewing the testimony 
in connection with the Ashtabula accident, 
which he ascribes to negligent construction of 
the bridge. We quote the closing portion of the 
communication : 

Jeome to the moral of the lesson as I understand 
it. If the responsibility for failures of this sort is 
to appear clearly and without doubt. some in- 
dividual class of men must be intrusted with the 
construction of bridges. There are in every com- 
munity educated, experienced constructing engi- 
neers whose bus ness itis to bear such a responsi- 
na they are ted for it, competent to insure 
with their head, f you ask it, .as George 
Stevenson said, the safety of the structures they 
erect. All (hey ask is that their advice be taken, 
not overriden by the fancy, perhaps, of a moment. 
As now too often situated, these men are not 
allowed to build as they know it is proper to build, 
and yet, when anything occurs, the eye of every 


one is at once turned to them, and to them only 


A melancholy interest attaches to this part of the 


subject by the suicide of the chief engineer of 


the road on which the Ashtabula bridge 
failure happened. With the experience 
of the designer of that bridge before him, an obeti- 
nate standing out for his own views would hardly 
have effected his objects, and tact will not do every- 
thing. I desire again to refer to my own practice, 
and make the statement, that, as I look back to the 
various structures nominaliy mine, in various 
places, the rule ie that they are the children of in- 


genious compromises, not such as I would proudiy 


callmy own. 

If the public will distinguish between surveyors, 
railroad stakers-out, master-mechanics, professors 
of mathematics, contractors, and constructing engi- 
neers (civil engineers, I would say, but that the term 
has well-nigh lost its meaning) ; if they will appreci- 
ate that where the one party to a bargain is (they 
will pardon the expression) either ignorant of, or 
what may be equaily bad, only a little educated 
upon a subject, and the other party is knowing and 
is in competition with a score of others equally 
sharp, all trying to beat each other in a race; if 
they will appreciate that under these circumstances 
it is the order of nature and of human nature that 
there is legitimate work for those who have devot- 
ed themselves toa full knowledge of the subject 
matter, without pecuniary interest in who wins the 
race, and only striving to serve the first party 
named, then the service of constructing engineers 
will find its true ap on. 

There is only one correct way of building 
bridges or large roofs; a constructing engi- 
neer must design the bri or’ roof; his 

lanes cam be changed in detail until satis- 

actory to the rties that pay for it, and all 
contractors must bid on that one plan. is is fair 
to all. This is the way all the bridges on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad are built, it is the way they 
are builton the Boston & Albany Koad, it is the 
way bridgesare built in Europe universaily,—it is 
the only safe way. It places the responsibility 
where it belongs. The distinction between com- 
peting civil engineers and gentlemen not civil eu- 
neers, between engineers and contractors, must 
sharply drawn. It will undoubtedly surprise 
many neers who have left the profession and 
taken up bridge contracting, to be told that they 
are no longer of their foimer profession, and have 
changed their very nature. uthuman nature is 
such and cannot be changed. No man can serve 
two masters. and when it comes to advising upon 
bridge construction or selecting between several 
plans, the contractor or ‘‘bridge-builaer” 
is incompetent by reason of personal interest. 
We must take a leaf here from the experience and 
practice of the gentlemen of the law, who for ages 
have kept the attainment of exact justice and im- 
partiality in view. It is with a feeling of mortifi- 
cation and doubt, and perhaps with a heavy heart, 
that a Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court some- 
times steps from the bench and declines to hear a 
case in which, say, railroad company is the party, 
because he or his wife may own a couple of shares 
in the road: yet the foundations of justice rest upon 
bh gets; and it is equally proper that the 
contractor should be equally cautious in givi 
his opinions free from the taint of an

The Would-Be Assassin Arraigned 
and Pleads Guilty. 


Opinions Conflicting as to the 
Significance of the Act... 


Republicans Attribute to Political 
Hatred and Desperation. 


And the Democrats Lay It All to Ab- 
sinthe and Bad Whisky. 


Testimony of the One-Legged Man Qoncern- 
ing the White-Neoktied Party. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Oxs_eans, Feb. 16.—The comments of 
the Democratic city press on the desperate at- 
tempt of Weldon to assassinate Gov. Packard 
yesterday are peculiar. They all make haste to 
disclaim any responsibility for the act on the 
part of the leaders of their party, and seek to 
explain the object of the would-be murderer in 
various ways, without professing to know any- 
thing about it. They declare Weldon is 3 
lunatic, a monomaniac under the influence of 
opium, absinthe, and whisky, and no Democrat; 
yet those who saw the attempted murder 
declare that Weldon acted with ; perfect compo- 
sure, and gave no indication of excitement from 
liquor or other cause. His clothes were fashion- 
able, his linen clean, and his face freshly shaven. 

The Democrat says: We doubt if a more 
daring, desperate, and absurd attempt at aseas- 
sination is on record. The desperate purpose of 
this man, and the coolness with which he walked 
under the very shadow of death to carry it out, « 
certainly partakes of the sublime; but the out- 
come very nearly assumes a tinge of the ridicu- 
lous. The business, however, has a deeper 
meaning than may be read upon its surface. If 
we are not much mistaken, the action 
of this unfortunate man is a vio 
leut symptom of the abnormal state of 
affairs in this State. Mania exists in 
all countries and in all times, but when it mani- 
fests itself in a disposition to perpetrate political 
assassination it is a certain indication that there 
is q viciousness, a rottenness in the political 
system which is threatening to invade social 
life and destroy the whole fabric of Christian 
society.“ 

The Picayune says: “ We have no positive 
evidence that anyboay fired upon Mr. Packard 
at all, or that anybody came to bodily harm in 
attempting to take the expectant de facto Gov- 
ernor’s life in any manner. Nothing is more 
evident, nothing could be more obvious, than 
that the conservative people of Louisiana are 
entirely irresponsible for the deed.”’ 

The Times says that the affair failed of being 
a complete tragedy not for any want of vil- 
lainous purpose to make it so, and expresses 
regret on account of 

THE POLITICAL EFFECT 
which the affair may have. 

The truth of the matter probably is that 
Weldon is either a monomaniae to about the 
same extent as Wilkes Booth was, or that he 
was under the fofluence of prolonged sprees, as 
the Mobile dispatch would indicate, and while 
not being an authorized representative of the 
White League or other secret political organiza- 
tions in Louisiana, he heard so much in New 
Orleans about ＋. Behm that he thought 
it would be heroic to do it himself. Weldon de- 
clares, however, that he came here for the ex- 
press purpose of killing Packard. 

WELDON ARRAIGNED. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New ORLEANS, Feb. lt.—ihis afternoon Re- 
corder Stais, accompanied by several reporters 
and police officers, proceeded to the ruom in the 
old St. Louis House where the wounded man 
Weldon lies, and formally arraigned him on a 
ee of assaulting with a deadly weapon 
Stephen B. Packard, Governor of the State of 
Louisiana, with intent to.murder.

SEWERAGE. 


What Is Asked For, and What It Is Esti- 
mated to Cost. 

The question of sewerage has occupied a good 
share of the attention and time of the F- 
nance Committee in their recent and _ still-con- 
tinued consideration of the estimates for appro- 
priations for the coming year. Almost every 
Alderman has made some renuest for a sewer in 
his ward, and the orders have been for some 
time collecting in the hands of tne 
Council. As the time approaches for the pass- 
age of the Appropriation bill, the Aldermen 
have been particularly active in piling up the 
“imperative demands for sewerage, and the 
result can be seen in the appended table. The 
Finance Committee, while realizing that it 
would be a fine thing to have the entire pity 
sewered, realize that Chicago has no mone¥# to 
put into lavish improvements this year. There- 
fore, aiter carefully considering the various re- 
quests which have been made, both lately and 
heretofore, the Committee have decided that 
they will recommend that $79,000 be appropri- 
ated for the completion of the sewers now un- 
der contract—some of them partially completed 
—and only $200,000 for new sewers.« The 
Committee did not feel like recom- 
mending a sewer here and none 
there, and so have made Mr. Clarke, of the 
Sewerage Department, umpire, so to s and 
his judgment based upon sanitary condition and 
the necessity for a sewer in particular localities, 
will be accepted, probably. There are other 
schemes which mav be presented to the Council 
when the question comes up there, but the ma- 
jority of the Finance Committee seem to favor

My last paper closed with the shooting of 
Charles Morrison. of New York; and I resume 
my notes from that sad period. 

Near my tent and the spot where I was 
mining, were encamped some twenty Chinamen, 
from Canton and Whanipos. Two of them 
proved to be sons of the old stevedore who had 
stowed the tea-cargo of my ship on my last 
India voyage, and they were rejoiced to see me. 
They were working steadily and with fair suc- 
cess, and they frequently came to me for ad- 
vice; and, whenever I passed their tent, they 
always insisted on my coming in and taking a 
cup of tea. 


MY SUCCESS. 

I labored during the month of June with 
varied success,—some days obtaining but a 
dollar's worth of gold; but, after a week of 
hard work and upremunerative pay, I one day 
„struck a lead, and in twe hours, with a com- 
mon sailor’s sheath-knife, took out $450 worth 
of yellow, cold, bard gold. 

The same day, within stone-throw of me, two 
Mexicans unearthed $2,200!—while an eager 
crowd around us got, some $40, some $20, and 
a large number from $3 to $5. 

This was my most successful day; yet, at its 
close, I wrote the following lines, which were 
rapturously received by a class that could fully 
appreciate them: 

THE MINER’S LAMENT. 
Bear me far from all the pleasures 
Of this digging, washing gold, 
California, with your treasurea, 
Could your hardships e er be told! 
Witness any toiling creature, 
Wet from noon till dewy eve;

THE “ DRY SEASON ”’ IN CALIFORNIA. 

In July the trees ana plants, lately so lovely 
to the eye, began to feel the effects of the parch- 
ing sun of the “dry season,“ and looked as if 
they would whisper a biessing for one short 
Yankee-April shower. 

In the midday heat, I used to lie in my tent, 
and for a cooler“ upward towards the 
snow-clad summits of the lofty Sierra Nevada, 
which loomed up towards the eastward in the 
near distance.

But the greatest drawback to my enjoyment 
was the ratttlesuake. hundredsof which swarmed 
through the diggin's“ during the nights of the 
heated term; while on my very pillow, one 
evening, I caught a large, hairy tarantula, 
taking a comfortable siesta. The villianous- 
looking reptile, nothing daunted at my ap- 

ach, seemed ready to w offensive war, 
and rushed at me with a devilish expression in 
his fierce eyes; and, though I pinned him to the 
ground by running a piece of large wire through 
his body, the next morning found bim alive 
and kicking.”’ 
THE GAMBLERS oF 1840. 

At the time I am describing, crowds of gam- 
blers and  shoulder-strikers from our 
American seaports, and villains of 
the blackest dye from Sydney’s Botan 
Bay, n to arrive and curse the Call- 
fornia mines with their hateful presence. The 
security of three months previous gave place to 
nightly loss of tools, and almost daily assassina- 
tions of the most cruel and bloody character. 

The “Sonoranian Camp,“ three miles abo 
me, was the Paris or Vienna of 
the California mines. There had been 
taken out those twenty-five-pound lumps 
of gold, one of which I handled, whose discov- 
ery electrified the whole civilized world. It was 
undoubtedly the richest region of that Golden 
Land; and there were congregated the most 
lovely and bewitching importations of the sex 
divine,—Kanaka beauties from the Sandwich 
Isles; the dusky belles from Valparaiso: the 
fairest girls from Chili and Peru; with any 
— of vice and loveliness combined from 

azatlan and China.

How the Palace Car Was Introduced on the 
Commodore's Railroads.

Did you ever hear how Wagner got his cars 
on Vanderbilt's road asked one gentleman of 
another the other day, as they were being whirl- 
ed along in one of those luxurious coaches over 
the 138 River Railroad.

Well, as stories about the dead Commodore 
are in order, I will tell you. Long before Wag- 
ner ever dreamed of being a State Senator he 
was station agent at Palatine Bridge. While 
thus employed he had the happy thought of 
build these cars, Inducing three others to 
join he formed a company and altered 
an old car over to a ‘sleeper.’ Each of the 
partners paid in one-half of his subscription 
to the capital stock, and, as Wagner was not 
a rich man at that time, it took about all he was 


worth. 

“Well, after the car was built, the next thing 
was to get permission to run it on the Commo- 
dore’s r Wagner went to New York. 
He first called on William H. Vanderbilt, who 
at that time did not have so much to say about 
the management of the roads as he has had for 
the last four or five 22 He listened to Wag - 
ner’s description of pew car, and was taken 
with the idea; but he told him it was no use for 
him to see the Commodore, as he was satisfied 
the old man would have nothing todo with it. 
He told him, however, to go ahead and fit up his 
car, put it on the road, and wait until the old 
geutleman saw it, assuring him that he would 
soon hear trom him when be did. 

“Wagner acted on the hint, the car was put 

on, and made several trips before the Commo- 
dore espied it. When he did, he gave it a criti- 
cal examination, and then asked whose it was, 
and how it camethere. He was told that it be- 
longed to Mr. Wagner, and was being run as an 
experiment. Wagner was sent for immediately. 
When be came, he found the old Commodore in 
a towering passion. ‘What business have you 
to putacar ou my road without permission!’ 
was his first salutation. Wagner explained the 
arrangement be had made with William H., but 
this did not seem to mollify the Commodore. 
‘Take your car off the road immediately,’ he 
— Pll show you that I am boss of this 
road.’ 
„This was a hard blow for Wagner, as he had 
invested all be had in this experiment, and he 
turned away with a heavy heart. As he was 
leaving the Commodore spoke, saying: ‘How 
many cars have you got like this! Wagner ex- 
plained that he had two or three more on the 
works; that it was a joint steck company; and 
that they would be ruined if they could not 
make an arrangement to run their cars on the 
road. ‘Well,’ said the Commodore, ‘you can 
tell the other parties that I wil) take their stock 
off their hands for what they have paid on it. 
The sooner you attend to this the better it will 
be for you. 80, hurry up now.’ 

„Wagner saw the point, and in a short time 
he had bought all the rest of the stock and 
taken it to the Commodore. Let's see,’ said 
he; ‘how much 1 say the capital stock of 
your company is!’ Wagner told him. Well, I 
guess we'll multiply it by four, you cap keep 
one-fourth, and I'll take the balance, and we'll 
build some more of them cars right away. 

And that was the beginning of Wagner’s pros- 
perity. To-day he is a rich man. The old Com- 
modore saw what a necessity these cars were 
destined to become, and took his own way to get 
control of them. For every dollar Wagner has 
made out of them, the Commodore made three.

building and the comfort of the inmates. We 
have now a nice little garden spot south of the 
Home, where the nurses can draw their baby car- 
riages without fear of intrusion. 

As in previous yeare, much attention has been 
paid to the spiritual as well as physical welfare of 
the nurses. During the year we ve had ninety- 
five mothers—wet-nurses—in the Home at various 
times, besides nineteen friendless. homeless 
women, whom we have taken in because we did not 
know how to refuse them. The stay of these lat- 
ter has ranged from one day to seven months; they 
have been content to work for their board.

SCARLET FEVER. 
STILL ABATING. 

The scarlet-fever piague seems to be dying 
out, as the reports of deaths and new cases of 
the disease are not as numerous as heretofore. 
But four deaths were reported yesterday 
and only nine new cases, which were 
found at the following numbers: 
64 Fry, 512% North Clark, 8&3 West 
Lake, 119 Barber. 999 Indiana avenue, 
425 Fifth avenue, 652 South Morgan, corner 
Washington and California avenue, 222 West 
Indiana, and 705 Wabash avenue. 

The Division Inspectors reported yesterday. 
Dr. Knox for the North Division said that the 
general sanitary condition was good, and there 
were thirty-four cases under notice. Of 
these some were in needy circumstances, and it 
would be well for charitable people in the 
neighborhood to lend a helping hand, especially 
to those people at No. 2 Sullivan street and No. 
5124 North Clark street. The report of the 
South Division Inspector notes that disinfection 

not practiced as much asit shouldbe. He 
adds to his report the following general re- 
marks: 

Before jadging of the relative prevalence of 
diphtheria, believe it prudentto bear in mind 
that all practitioners are not agreed in the diagno- 
sis of this disease. lam satisfied that in three in- 
stances that came under my notice, which were re- 
turned as instances of diphtheria, were really cases 
of searlatina, in which the glandular structure 
about the neck is ptm pa or alone involved. 

The appearance of varicella (chicken-pox) at this 
time should be of significance to the Health De- 

artment. If it be true, as stated by many au- 
horities, that varicella is but one form of vuriola 
(small-pox), and that always the three forms— 
variola, vera, varioloid, and varicella—rapidly 
follow each other, ought we not to be on the alert 
tor the appearance of true variola’ Would it not 
be expedient to caution the profession in this mat- 
ter, so that the very first appearance of variola may 
be met with all the antagonizing power we are in 
possession of? 

I shal) entertain the opinion expressed in my last 
report that the epidemic of scarlatina is becoming 
extinguished in the South Division. Too much 
praise cannot be awarded to the School Board for 
their efforts at quarantine adopted in all schools, 
which have been productive of much good.

The men had now settled into a regular round 
of employment, in order to divert the mind 
from the gece enveloping it. The effect of 
the long Polar night,—when the range of the 
light of a lamp is the whole world for mau,—is 
most oppressive to the feelings,“ writes Lieut. 
Paver, **nor can habit ever reconcile those who 
have lived under the influences of civiliza- 
tion to its gloom and solitude. It can be a home 
only to men who spend their existence in eating, 

drinking, and sleeping, without any disturb- 
ing recollection of a better existence. The de- 
pression was made more intense by the con- 
sciousness that we had been driven into an ut- 
terly-unknown region, and with our eyes bound. 
Work, incessant work, was the only resource in 
these circumstances. 

The ship was provided with a library of 400 
choice volumes, and these were an invaluable 
resource to the inmates of the cabin. In the 
evenings a school was systeniatically taught in 
the forecastle,—the illiterate. crew, composed 
chiefly of Dalmatians, being the docile, yet of- 
ten n lg of the patient command- 
ers. For exercise, the men laid out paths about 
the vessel, which required daily clearing from 
the drifs, aud built stately structures of ice, as 
purposeless as the fabric ofa dream. Yet they 
labored as zealously at such idle constructions 
as though fate bung on the issue; and in some 
sense it did, for absorb employ- 
ment was an essential safeguard of bodily 
and mental health. Every means was contrived 
to occupy the faculties and cheer the spirits.

The commissary of the ship was well supplied, 
and plenty of fresh meat, such as it was, was 
afforded by seals and Polar bears. A littie bed 
of cress and cabbages, suspended over the stove, 
furnished occasional salads. The plants grown 
in the darkness of a Polar night turned their 
faces steadily toward the lamp han near by, 
whose feeble rays were reflected in their own 
pallid foliage; but they extracted from the soil 
and the atmosphere a true cress-tlavor. 

The awful clashing of the ice with the ele- 
ments continued with intervals of abatement, 
until at last, worn ouf with the torture of fear 
and suspense, many of the stoutest hearts felt 
that it would be a glad release to have the 
dreaded catastrophe suddenly consummated. 
Bearing the date of Jan. 26, the following pas- 
sage stands in-Payer’s journal.

among us,“ says Payer, “imagined that we 
could be saved, except by some extraordin 
and happy turn of fortune, small signs of whic 
were at present to be seen.

On the 14th of August the open sea was 
reached, in latitude 77 deg. 49min. The fol- 
lowing day the boats were set afluat, and the 
little party committed themselves to the mercy 
of the deep. The coast of Novaya Zemlya 
was ted on the 16th, and thence the boats 
k Jose to its spores, hoping to meet some 
fishing-vessel still linge in the desolate re- 
gion. On the evening of the 24th two Russian 
schooners came into view, and the safety of the 
men was assured. Since the abandonment of 
the Tegetthoff they had lived in the open air 
ninety-six days, and, including the sledge-jour- 
neys, about five months. One of the schooners 
bore the party directly to Vardoc, where they 
took passage on the mail-steamer to Tromsoe, 
where they arrived Sept. 5, after an absence of 
two years and two moaths. 

The histery of the expedition, by Lieut. Pay- 
er, embraces, besides the deeply-interesting 
record of the advent which befell it, very 
valuable chapters treating of the phases of the 
frozen of the most feasible methods for 
its navigation, of the inner Polar Sea, the future 
of the Polar question, of Polar equipments, 
and of the conduct of sledge-expeditions. 
To the discussion of these topics the au- 
thor has brought the intelligence gained during 
three separate Arctic expeditious. His opinions 
and suggestions are worthy of consideration, 
especially by those interested in Polar explora- 
tion. It is the belief of Lieut. Paver that the 
Pole can never be reached by ship, as he con- 
siders that the state of the ice is the same be- 
tween 82 deg. and 90 deg. N. L. that it has been 
found south oi 88 deg., or that, if there be any 
change, itis for the worse. But, in fact, the 
aim of reaching the Pole by future expeditions 
he regards as far less desirable than the effort, 
by svstematic research in Arctic regions, to in- 
crease our knowledge of Natural Science. It 
would be wiser, in his opinion, for explorers to 
content themselves, until aerial navigation to 
the Pole shall be attempted, with studying the 
lands already discovered withm the Arctic 
Circle, whose coast-line only is thus far known. 


SCIENCE OF THE BIBLE. 

THE SCIENCE OF THE BIBLE; on, AN AnaLyrsis 
or tae Hesanew Myrraocioar. By Mitton 
Woo. M. D. Chicago: Printed for the Au- 
thor by Knight & Leonard. 

In this work, the author, Dr. Woolley, of 
Streator, III., essays to prove that what is gen- 
erally regarded as the historical“ portion of 
the Old Testament is really an allegorical treat- 
ment of the most obvious natural phenomena. 
He regards the Bible as entitled to take rank 
with the Rig-Vedas and other works which have 
been recently recognized as symbolical; giv- 
ing a portion of the history of Nature, as the 
Nazarene instructed His disciples, in parables. 

The idea is not exactly a new one; but Dr. 
Woolley’s treatment is novel and the applica- 
tion more extensive and general than that 
adopted by any previous author. The suspi- 
cion tha: the twelve tribes of Israel are nothing 
more or less than the twelve Zodiacal C onstel- 
lations, seems to have been entertained by 
doubters here and there all along the stream of 
human history. So too, it was prominently 
proclaimed, half acentury ago, that the Bibli- 
cal names of God, and of the (false) gods wor- 
shiped by the Israelites, were only appellatives 
of the sun in bis various degrees of exaltation 
or abasement; and that the Biblical invoca- 
tions of the true God are only disguised 
versions of the ancient sun-worship. But 
a good deal of the Bible remained which was 
conceded to be history, or at least to have a 
thread of history for its warp, the woof to which 
had been filled in by priestly or poetic imagina- 
tion. Woolley has relegated the whole of it to 
the domain of pure mythology. Even the story 
of Creation—w hich both those who have attack- 
ed it on geologic grounds, and those whe de- 
fended it, have taken literally, except perbaps 
in regard to the measure of time denoted by the 
word day —is cut dowu by this ruthless 
iconoclast. 

He opens his work with an analysis of the 
meanings of the words Elshim and Jahveh; 
holds that the first includes the second; 
and then argues that the whole account 
is simply a symbolic account of the 
history of Nature through partofayear. The 
six days of creation, he tells us, are the six 
months or constellations of summer; and the 
Sabbatical rest was winter, or the beginning of 
that half of the year. Itis no wonder if, after 
having disposed of this stumbling-block at one 
feil swoop, he is prepared to make lesser havoc 
with what follows. Accordingly he finds that 
Adam was the earth, and Eve the crops of sum- 
mer, taken from his side; while the serpent is 
the winter portion of the solar path. He tells 
us that and Abel sum- 

Noah was aud 
his sons were ancient 
seasons of the year; while the recorded dimen- 
sions of the Ark are ingeniously shown to ac 
cord with ancient time-measures. He treats 

Ishmael and Isaac, and Esau and Jacob, as 

other versions of the first pair of brothers,— 

Cain and Abel. He makes Moses to be the 

Aquaries of the Zodiac; aud Virgo to successive- 

ly represent Sarah, Rebekah, Miriam, the Virgin 

Mary, and (by inference) most of the women of 

tue Bible. The going back of the shadow on 

the sun-dial, inthe days of Hezekiah, was a 

reconstruction of the calendar: and the sun 

represents Elijah, Jonah, and many other of 
the male characters. 

We have written enough to indicate the gen- 
eral conclasions at which the author has arrived; 
but it would be difficult to give an idea of his 
mode of reasoning without copious extracts. 
We may say, however, thatit is largely etymo- 
logical,—either real or fanciful. He commenced 
the study of Hebrew atthe age of 60, for the 
express purpose of being able to fish out the 
true from the ogee and his work bears the 
stamp of research. It is far from being the 
result of a little day-dreaming, though it ap- 
pears probable that a good deal of fancy is built 
up from a fair toundation of fact. If 
we admit that the fundamental idea is 
plausible. we can scarcely resist the conclusion 
that some of his reasonings are pusbed to the 
extreme of absurdity, inthe attempt tomake all 
the prominent stories of the Old Testament fit 
into the one Procrustean bed. The work does 
not even afford us the relic! af variety met with

1876. Since its first appearance the book has 
occupied an important place in English and 
American libraries, and nothing has yet been 
produced calculated to supersede it. The scope 
of the work combines a biographical dictionary 
of authors, with a history of the progress of 
English literature, from its earliest beginnings 
with the Anglo-Saxon writers of the seventh 


century.

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ANTARCTIC EXPLORATIONS. 

As a fitting supplement to the account of the 
experience in Polar Seas of the Austrian Arctic 
Expedition of 1872-1874, which is given in the 
preceding columns, we present the following 
slight sketcn of the most important explora- 
tions hitherto made in the Antarctic regions. 
In consequence of the prepoderance of the sea 
over the dry land in the southern hemisphere, 
the temperature is very much colder in high 


circle around the Polar Sea. The thermometer 
has been known to rise in summer in Spitz- 
bergen to X 88i¢ deg.; in Melville Island 
(74 deg. 47 min. N.) it has risen to X 36 deg.; 
while in 76 deg. 42 min. N. L. the mean temper- 
ature of the summer months is X 30°.8. In 
the Antarctic Polar area, on the other hand, Sir 
James Ross never once noted, in three summers 
spent in exploration in its seas, a rise of tem- 
perature above X 41°.5; while the mean tem- 
petature of the summer months within the 

Antarctic Cirtle was only X 27 °.3. 
In Siberia and the Hudson’s Bay territories

Capt. Ross 
sailed in the ship * Erebus,”’ accompanied in 
the ship “ Terror by Capt. Crozier, his second 
in command,—a gallant officer who died with 
Franklin in the Arctic Sea. 
For two mouths Capt. Ross prosecuted scien- 
tific rescarches at Kerguelen’ Island, and then 
turned his prow suuthward. Op New-Year’s Day, 
1341, he crossed the Antarctic Circle, and on the 
11th of January came in sight of land rising in 
two lofty mountain-peaks, exceeding 7,000 ſeet 
in height, and visible for more than a hundred 
miles. In honor of his sovereign, this newly- 
discovered region was called Victoria Land, but 
it was many days before the Captain, with a 
boat’s crew, was able to effect a landing. The 
small island, joined by ice to the mainiand, on 
whose soil he was first able to set his fvot and 
lant the British flag, was situated in 76 . 
min. 8. Lat. Continuing his course 
ward near the shores of a long stretch of 
land, a magnificent mountain-chain was sighted 
amid wh two volcanic peaks towered,—the 
one named Mount Erebus (77 deg.

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THE BARENTZ ISLES. 

Close to the coast of Novaya Zemlya, in 76 
deg. 18 min. N. L., and 61 deg. 17 min. E. Leng., 
lie the detached fragments of land called the 
Barentz Isles. Their surface is flat and girt 
with cliffs, while the soil is so thickly set with 
sharp-edged pieces of rock as to resemble a 
stretch of macadamized ground. The isles are 
the product of the Oarboniferous era, and their 
rocky foundations are composed of strata of 
black, firable slate and mountain limestone. 
These strata are highly fossiliferous; and the 
organisms with which they are charged declare, 
according to Prof. Hofer, that the climate in 
these high latitudes was in ages past of a trop- 
ical temperature, and that the land was covered 
witu a rich, luxuriant growth of palms and 
ferns, while in the seas disported animals which 
can exist only in tepid water. The fauna

80 long as the Czar identifies 
himself with the enthusiasm of the believers, 
his divine authority within his dominions is 
irresistible. Should his po ever come in 
collision with the teachings of his clergy and 
the feelings of their flecks, the reverence 
this sovereign dignity might be rudely shaken. 
The intelligent traveler promptly recognizes 
some of the reasons which may weigh with the 
Government in throwing difficulties in his way. 
Men of the world who are familiar with the 
Western ideas and habits they profess to imi- 
tate must be slow to expose the national short- 
comings. They must feel, for instance. that 
such ‘tacles as the habitual treat- 
ment of their convicts are more charac 
teristic than ereditable. Thus, in that 
“= commercial emporium Nijni 
Norgorod, Mr. Arnold one day turned to gaze 
as he heard the tramp of soldiers.
